President last Aug. 29, to give 
him the nine tapes subpoenaed 
by Cox. and to the Senate Wa- 
tergate committee. 


Nixon said he would not ask 


the Supreme Court to review a

upholding Sirica's order and he 
directed Cox to halt efforts to 
enforce his subpoena. 


Cox issued a statement saying 


that if he complied with the 
President's 
instructions 
it 


"would 
violate my 
solemn 


pledge to the Senate and the. 
country ...1 shall not violate my 
promise." 


The special prosecutor said he 


would inform the courts that 


"no steps are being taken to 
turn over the important notes, 
memoranda 
and 
other 


documents that the court orders 
require." 


It was understood that the

referred to Cox as "an employe 
of the executive branch," was 
ready to fire the prosecutor if he 
continued to press his court 
battle. 


The President said he had the

Washes Another Game' 


Dan Cordtz has an article in the Oc- 


tober issue of Fortune magazine tilled 
"The Imperial Lifestyle of the U.S. 
President." He writes: 


"Richard Nixon has never had to 


conduct an annual meeting, hut he is 
learning what it feels like to be ac- 
cused of taking unfair advantage of his 
'stockholders.' 


"The furor surrounding revelations 


that almost $10 million in government 
funds was spent at his two private 
homes has touched off investigations 
by a House subcommittee and the 
General Accounting Office. 


"Prime Minister Edward Heath of 


England, for example, gets a salary of 
$50,000 a year — plus $7,500 as a 
Member of Parliament — anil out of 
that he must pay all of his domestic 
bills, including the wages of a solitary 
housekeeper at his official residence at 
10 Downing Street,"

was spent principally to provide, 
improved quarters for Secret Service 
agents and better security at the Nixon 
homes in California and Florida.

"The Night Voice of Yensban," 
comes on the air at about K P.M. 
two or three times a week for 
about :tll minutes. The material 
discussed and the language 
used suggests that these broad- 
casts are made by university 
students. 


Both of these clandestine sla- 


lions aim al Ihe youlh audience 
— specifically lo those who have 
been members of the Chinese 
Community Youth League. 


Speakers on both stations tell

The Speakers repeatedly say 
lhal Ihe only crime of these 
youngsters is that they followed 
loyally Ihe urgings of Mao's 
wife, Chiang Clung, and carried 
oul her directives.

Berrien's School Population Drops Again

Bcrricn county's K-12 public school enrollment has dropped tor 


the third straight year from the ebbtide of the baby boom era. 


The county's public schools actually showed a gain in 7th 


through 12th-Kraders compared to last year. Hut the ulenicnlary- 
school drop more than offset it, putting tentative li)7.'l enrollment 
503 students, or 1.1 per cent, below last year. 


This year's K-12 public schon^enrollmenl is a tentative 42,742. 


The count last year was 43,245, acconiiiu: to Mrs. Betty Wit- 
tenkcller, head of child accounting for the Berrien county Inter- 
mediate school district. 


Twelve of the IB school districts showed declines. 


Mrs. Wittenkeller's 1973 student figures are as reported by 


schools, but must yet be audited and sent to the slate as the basis 
of state aid to local schools. 


The 1973 count is the third year of decreases since the peak of 


1970. There were 44,057 K-12 public school students in 1370, 43,790 
in 1971, 43,245 in 1972, and a tentative 42,742 this year. 


Mrs. Wiltenkeller said she assumes lower enrollments this year, 


are a product of fewer births, and perhaps split shifts in some 
districts that encourages children to attend school elsewhere. 


.lames Walton, Intermediate administrative assistant, said it's 


impossible to pinpoint the reason for the drop but lie doubts it's a 
shift to parochial schools because they, too, have had a drop in 
enrollment. 


Parochial schools had 4,277 students in 11171), 4.148 in 1971, 4.144 


last year. This year's total probably won't be available until next 
week. 


However, public school enrollments were down last year, mostly 


in elementary grades, with most school officials atlributing it to a 
lower birth rale from wider use of oral contraceptives. 


Mrs. Witlenkeller's 1973 preliminary tally shows lower elemen- 


tary enrollments ill all 16 Berrien county public school districts. 
And higher secondary enrollments in S of the 14 K-12 districts. 


Special education enrollments for 1973 were down 65 students, lo 


708, but adult education students rose 38 to Mil. 


The tally shows 23,165 public school elementary students in 


Berrien, versus 23,842 last year. The secondary school count is 


19,557, versus 19,403 last year.
